DEFENDING THE THIRD DEGREE 


With a loud and tremendous huzzah 


the Minneapolis Journal cites an in- |’ 


stance in which it claims, ‘‘the third 
degree scores.” It appears to reach 
this conclusion because ‘‘it required 
23 hours of relentless questioning to 
draw from a former teacher in Ohio 
State University the confession. that 
he had murdered a girl student."’ 
And rather cynically The Journal adds 
‘This should interst—but probably 
won’t—those -sentimentalists | who 
seer to think a murder suspect 
should be asked just once as to his 
guilt and then turned loose with an 
apology if he answers in the nega- 
itive.’’ 

This is rather a disappointment 
coming when we had almost reached 
the conclusion that the United States 
realized its Constitution is founded on 
—however remotely—Magna Carta 
We in this country will still be inclin- 
ed to take sides with ‘‘the sentiment- 


enough to believe that the prisoner is 
entitled to come before his peers with 
a presumption of innocence. 

The. Journal admits that the third 
degree isfrequently misused but sub- 
mitts that ‘“when there ‘s already a 


evidence’’ relentless question of a 
prieoner is another matter and that 
ultimately he realizes the hopeless- 
ness of his situation, breaks down and 
confesses. ’’ 

It is hard in this country to agree 
with this attitude. 

The process necessarily involv- 
es some degree of mental torture. 
The tactics may even, as the sen- 
timentalists contend, involve brut- 
al bulldozing. But why should 
anyone get all wrought up about 
the bulldozing of a man to whom 
circumstances point as a murder- 
er? 

But circumstances do not always so 
point. The third degree is applied 
anyway, simply because the police 
consider it their duty to get a comvic- 
tion by fair means or foul. During 
the 23 hours of relentless questioning 
the inquisitors probably took it in 
turns, but the victim was at a disad- 
vantage and it can easily be conceiv- 
ed that his physique rather than his 
conscience would break down and, re- 
duced to a physical wreck by sheer 
physical exhaustion, he would say 
‘‘Yes” to anything, not even knowing 
the question he was being asked. And 
then if he repudiates his ‘‘confes- 
sion’’ at the trial—what then. What 
purpose will the presumption of inn»- 
cence serve him? 

In our courts we will probably stii! 
adhere to the old-fashioned belief in 
this; that the time for unrelenting 
questioning is in the courtroom in the 
presence of judge, jury and counsel

Heavy Rains Make Crop 
Outlook Much Brighter 


The recent rain has altered entirely 
the outlook for the season in central 
Alberta. Because such prolonged dry 


spells as that of the past few weeks 
are exceptional in this part of the 
province, we are apt to be all the 
more alarmed because of them and! 
the feelings of relief are correspond- 
ingly greater when the change comes. 

Statements by expents indicate that 
moisture has fallen in sufficient vol- 
ume and in sufficient time to prevent 
anything like a crop ‘‘failure.’’ A 
member of the field husbandry staff 
at the university states that while 
the earlier varieties of wheat have 
been too seriously damaged by the 
droughth to make a complete recov- 
ery, the later ripening types will show 
litle or no bad effects. - So, if con- 
diticns from now on are favorable, at 
least a reasonably good yield may be 
anticipated and it is quite possible 
thet it will be much better than any- 
one dares to hope for at the moment. 

Crops hereabouts have often dem- 
onstrated their recuperative powers 
/in a remarkable way. It is worth 
while recalling another summer that 
was exceptionally dry in its earlier 
part, that of 1919. During June

That experience served to make a 
good many people cautious about as- 
swming that a season was bound to 
be a bad one because of lack of mois- 
ture in its easly part. If 1919 turned 
out as it did, there is no reason why 
1929, with its dry spell broken three 
weeks sooner, should not show satis- 
factory results. The fact is that 
crops that promise well in the first 
stages have a way of disappointing 
us in the last and vice versa.

One ‘tem in the recent ministerial 
statement that Alberta is investing 
more than $3,000,000 in roads this 
year is that which declares that car- 
rying charges of $1,430,000 @re being 
assumed by the government. ‘These 
‘‘carrying. charges’’ are interpreted 
by the government as interest on 
all road outlays since the province 
Was organized. 

The convenient charge was not list- 
ed by the previous ministers of pub- 
lic works, so G. H. Webster, M.L.A., 
brought out during the last sessign of 
the I-gislature. The charge, in ef- 
fect, means that the government mak- 
as a levy against itself. with one hand 
and collects the levy with the other 
hand. it is a piece of, imaginative 
bookkeeping, which is somewhat of 
an insult to the intelligence of the 
people of Alberta.
